tba Western I'nlon Telegraph Company, at Rroadwaj
and Thlrtieth-st., on the night of November 21

Sh* hastily nnt two massage-, one to Captain Reilly
of th* Thirtieth Street Police fetation, and OM
n Captain Beaty, of th* Park Arsenal, laying thai
a dual wu to take place that night In Central Park
and that the blood of the duellists, if any wai

abed, would rest on her head. Tho next mornini
then was found In the Park, near the West Ninety
second-st. entrance, a small pistol. In which was ar

empty theil, and two handkerchiefs stained with
blood. Thara was also found on the same spot a cork.
with the end which goes Into a bottle's neck stained
with blood. Tho pUtol I- a worthless, worn-out

thing. The handkerchief's are of cheap cotton stuff,
aoarcaly likely to be owned by New-York clubmen,
by two of whom, lt ls declared, the duel was fought.

The most striking thing found, however, was tho

cork. Only the lower and smaller end bore thc

traen of blood. The fierce duellists sc<*m to have
kad a bottle filled with blood, which was sprinkled
aver the handkerchiefs. They carried away the

hattie, but lott the cork. It ls also said that a surgeon

accompanied the party to the Park and went away
from there iu the same carriage with the man who
wn wounded, burgeons, however, would bc likely
to carry bandage* and lint on such a ml.--lon, rather
than cheap cotton handkerchiefs.

Captain Beaty says that at the time ilia duel
ls alleged to have taken place and for some time

before and after an officer was within a few feet

et tba Spot, The Scrpeaut, too. was out doing in¬

spection duty that night and happened to be in that
immediate neighborhood at the samo time. A careful

Investigation was mada as soon as the hysterical
letter was received and for some day*, afterward.
The Captain and bis officers decided that tho whole

thing was a hoax. Rot.ag new had been learned
about the matter yesterday by Captain Beaty, rap-
tain Bellly said that he had nothing to say about
tha matter, as he knew absolutely nothing about
lt beyond the fact that the woman had sent him the

note and thu the handkerchiefs and pistol had been
found.

Washington, Nov. Cs.-l 0.Sandon J. G. Walker,

Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, has submitted his

annual report to the Sc-retary of the Navy. He
states that chronnrr.rieis of foreign make are no longev
purohased for the Navy.

Attention it called to tho report of Commander R.

B. Bradford, the Naval Inspector of Kleemc Llg-htlug.
setting forth In detail the operations nf tho liureau

during the last year in the mailer of introducing
electric lights mt* naval ships. The first mau ot war

In tba world, says the report, to be lighted by elec¬
tricity, the Trenton, was bntatotd under the direction

of this liureau. This method of lighting has been
successful, and lt ls now conceded that no ship ls

complete without electric lights; they have been

proved beyond a doubt to exert a direct and salutary
Influence upon the sanitary condition, the discipline
and the efficiency of VessS. of war.

factory manner In relation to derelicts, he ratal..
mends that a small reseal ba aaelgue*' io th* duty of

destroying or removing from tho track of vessels ap¬

proaching the great Atlantic sea Barbi the many
wrecks now so dangerous tu coasting and fon-lgn ves¬

sels.

It ls the earnest recommendation of the liureau that,
